A cable telegram announces the dea'h, by 
suicide, of Sir James Shaw Wililes, one of the 
Judges of the Court of Common Pieas, Lon- 
den, This gentleman, whe had attained te 
considerable emifnence in the legal profes 
elon in Esgiand, was born in the City @ 
Cork, Ireland, sbout the year 1314 He was 
the son of an emi ph yaician of that city, 
and contem with sach eminent mea 
as John Francis Maguire, M. P. for Cork 
George Waters, late M for Mallow; Hedges 
Eyre Chatterton, Vice Chancellor of Ire 
jand; and Michael Joseph Barry, Chief 
Magistrate of Dublin. Colonel Joseph K. C. 
Forrest, of this city, was a echoolmate ot 
Jcdge Willés. Going to England, Mc. Willes 
applied bimeelf to the study of the law, 
abd in 1840 was ealled te.the Bar by the 
Seciety of the Inner Temple. Having prac- 
ti:ed for some time as a special pleader, Mr, 
Willes went the Home Circait, and was so 
successful im his pfofessiona pursuits 
that he had one of the largest businesses 
ever known leading janior.” Though 
he never “led” causes, and never had & silk 
gown, he had plenty of other honors. In 
1840, be edited, in conjunction with Sir H. 
Keating, the wellkuewn legal werk, 
“Smith's Leading Cases.” In the next year 
he was appointed, with Sir A. Cockburn and 
Baron Martin, a Commissioner of Commes 
Law Procedure, and was mainly concerned 
in drawing the Common Law Procedure 
of and 1854, founded On the report of 
the Commissioners.
